The diamond neoklaoe presented by 


the Khedive of Egypt to General Sher- 
man's recently married daughter, it is 
well known, has~boen tied up in the 
New York Custom House for a couple 
of months or so on account of tho du- 
ties which by law must be paid on dia- 
monds imported from abroad. These 
duties, it has been stated, are in the 
neighborhood of $75,000, and it has 
been considered a question how the 
goods could bo had and these high, and, 
it would seem from all the circumstan- 
ces, unjust duties set aside. But Sen- 
ator Dorsey, of Arkansas, like the gal- 
lant ma"n he is, here oame to the relief 
of the youthful madame, who must have 
been dying, you know, to come into 
possession of her famous necklace. On 
Saturday last the Senate granted him 
its unanimous consent to introduce a bill 
providing that these diamonds shall be 
admitted fiee of duty. 
This we be- 


lieve to be right, foi it would be a very 
ungenerous thing to tax any article 
which comes as a present to a citizen— 
as in this instance—as also an express- 
ion of the good will of another nation. 
The duties might have been avoided al- 
together had the Khedive been booked 
up as to our laws on the subject. 
So 


wo think Mr Dorsey did about what is 
right in the premises, and so the Sen 
ate seem? to have thought, for there 
was no objection to the bill. 
Wo are 


of the opinion that few people will be 
found to object to the permission the 
bill gave, though we believe the swarthy 
potentate might have eouveyed his re- 
gards in a shape that would have been 
quite os tasteful and of more real benes 
fit to the parties concerned. Just 
think of the anxieties which will afflict 
the fair young owner of that costly 
bauble ! It can only be worn on very 
rare occasions, if at all, aud there are 
plenty of desperate charaetcis who 
would run the risk of their lives to 
snatch it from her nock in a crowd. 
Then it must be kept in a hrc proof 
vault, most probably insured at a high 
rate, saying nothing of the taxes which 
will be imposed upon it.
